_, SAN FRANCISCO, July 17.—Pending an in~estigation of their 
affairs the doors of the Union State Bank and the State Savings and 


i Commercial Bank of this city, two small institutions which have 
been doing business together for some time, though not legally 
merged, were ordered closed'by State Superintendent of Banks Al- 
den Anderson today. 


Coincident with the making of this order'word was'received 


from Larkspur that William von Meyerlinck, acting paying teller 
of the combined banks, committed suicide in his home last night by 
shooting himself through'the head. 


Mr. Anderson states, however, that the death of Von Meyer- 


linck had nothing to do with the closing of the banks. The affairs 
of the banks, he said, are apparently so badly entangled that he 
deemed it unwise to allow them to continue business until an in- 
vestigation had been made. 


"There are several discrepancies which were revealed by our 


hasty examination," said Mr. Anderson. "We have no official knowl- 
edge of the merging of the two institutions and we find that there 
are only copies of notes covering large loans on real estate. Until 
we find out where the notes are and what they represent we will be 
unable to say what the condition of the bank really is."

Supenntendent Anderson ordered all banks in the State which 


are under his jurisdiction to turn in reports on their condition not 
later than July 16. The Union State Bank failed to comply and the 
cursory examination which led to the closing order followed today 
From the papers in the hands of the bank superintendent's deputies' 
it appears that the deposits of the Union State Bank which were 
taken over by the State Savings and Commercial Bank bring the 
joint deposits up to a little more than $150,000. The resources and 
liabilities of the commercial department of the State Savings and 
Commercial show a balance of $223,806. 


Mr. Anderson said that he hoped to be able to announce what 


action he would take on Monday when his deputies have completed 
the investigation of the books. 


Without a word to anyone Von Meyerinck went to his room in 


his beautiful home in Larkspur just before dusk last evening and 
prepared himself for the end. Then, sitting on the bed and looking 
into the mirror, he placed the muzzle of a gun to his temple and 
pulled the trigger. He rolled over onto the floor, lifeless. What 
troubles there were, what secrets he had, were gone forever so far 
as William von Meyerinck was concerned. 
Effort Is Made to Conceal Suicide 


Every effort was made to conceal the real facts concerning his 


death. It was first reported that he had passed away from natural 
causes and general regret was expressed in the countryside, as Wil- 
liam yon Meyerinck was a well-known, well-liked and influential 
man.

and being paid as rapidly as possible. 
The business was Interrupted by Super- 
intendent Anderson, who announced to 
the depositors that the bank was closed 
and 'forbid the transaction of any further 
business. 
Money Safe, He Says 


T. A. Bechtel, secretary of the Institu- 


tion, when intenogated at noon today, 
referred every one to State Superinten- 
dent Ariaerson. He stated, however, that 
lie did not believe any one would lose by 
the closing of the bank. 


"I can say," he asserted, "that the 


bank Is absolutely solvent and that all 
the depositors will be bald In full," 


Regarding the reported suicide of Will- 


lam Voh Meydrlnck, the secretary main-

{' The circular criticizing the alleged errors and 
unfair rulings of Judge Lawlor in the- Calhoun 
case, signed by AYilliam H. Metsen and other at-

broadcast over the State, is denounced as a highly 
reprehensible document by "the Spreckels -and 
Phelan organs. Denials of guilt and complaints 
of unfair treatment by Calhoun are regarded as 
additional evidences of depravity. According to 
the logic of the Call and Bulletin, an innocent man 
would have no objection to being unfairly tried, 
nor would he continue to assert his innocence. 
Criticisms of Judge Lawlor's rulings are treated 
as being equally as conclusive of Calhoun's guilt 
as his protestations of innocence. 
Furthermore, 


it is an unspeakable'outrage to complain of any- 
thing done by Judge Lawlor or intimate that he 
has not correctly interpreted the law. 


Denunciation of court decisions and judges is 


apparently 
the 
exclusive prerogative of 
the 


Spreckels press and lawyers. It is all-right for 
Heney and Boke and Bob Harrison and E. P. E. 


j 
Troy to denounce the judges of the Supreme Court 
and the District Court of Appeals, but it is all 
wrong for anybody to criticize the departments of 
the San Francisco Superior Court in which the 
commands of Rudolph Spreckels pass for law. It 
is perfectly proper to hurl denunciation and abuse, 
at the head of the venerable Chief Justice Beatty, 
to impugn his integrity and reflect on his ability 
to construe the law, but it is flat burglary to criti- 
cize Judges Lawlor and Dunne. They so transcend 
all other judges in learning, in fairness, in nobil- 
ity of soul and purity of intention, that it is akin 
to sacrilege to find fault with them. Judge Dunne 
insulted the Appellate Judges by voicing base in- 
sinuations against their integrity and reflections 
on their knowledge of law: but he and Lawlor are 
immune from hostile criticism—they are only sub- 
jects for panegyric and eulogy. 


Nevertheless there are people who believe that 


sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander; that 
one judge is as subject to criticism as another, and 
that no group of lawyers em-ployed on one side of 
a controversy have a monopoly right to complain 
of judicial errors and bias. There are even people 
who believe Chief Justice Beatty is not only pro- 
foundly versed in the science of the law, but that 
his conceptions of duty are lofty and pure and his 
ideals noble and patriotic. Such persons do not 
regard Dunne and Lawlor as his moral and intel- 
Jectual superiors nor do they subscribe to the 
dogma that it is lese majeste to criticize them, but 
righteous and proper to hold up the Chief Justice 


nd a companion of iniquity.' 


It all depends upon the point of view. Spreckels 


objects to his ox or his ass being gored. He alone 
is the purveyor of immunity and dispenser of jus- 
tice in California, and only crooks can object to 
his controlling the criminal courts and his pri- 
vately-feed lawyer running the District Attorney's 
office. According to the Spreckels code no rule is 
allowed to work both ways. To say otherwise is 
to utter rank treason. 


Improvemenfof Oakland tiatbor 


Both of the two cities fronting on Oakland 


harbor are practically committed to a plan of 
water front improvement which will insure the co- 
operation of the Federal government in the devel- 
opment of the harbor so that it will be in a posi- 
tion to'accommodate ocean commerce in the full- 
est degree in the future. 
At the conference be- 


tween the Chamber of Commerce delegation and 
United States army engineer in chief on the Pa- 
cific Coast, Lieutenant-Colonel John Biddle, in 
charge of river and harbor improvements, which 
took place on Thursday, a letter from Mayor Mott 
embodying the decision reached by the municipal 
authorities of this city was submitted explaining 
the plans of municipal water front improvements, 
agreed upon here, in the carrying out of which 
Oakland will spend at least $1,500,000 in wharf 
and dock construction to conform with the thirty- 
foot channel which the Chamber of Commerce has 
asked the Federal government to provide. Thesa 
plans provide for the construction of wharves and 
docks at various points on the water front of the 
south side of the city with that depth of water as 
soon as the bonds to cover their cost amounting 
to $1,500,000 are voted by the people, which will 
undoubtedly be done. The Chamber of Commerce 
of Alameda has also pledged the expenditure of 
$1,000,000 in similar improvements on its side of 
the harbor frontage. 
These pledges assure the 


recommendation by Colonel Biddle of the dredg- 
ing of the channel to the depth required. That 
recommendation will no doubt be endorsed. 


Within sixty clays, therefore, the voters of 


Oakland will be asked to give the proposition their 
approval at the polls. The community is ripe for 
it and will unquestionably acquiesce, for it is a 
measure of the greatest importance to the future 
interests of the city, and public sentiment is now 
unanimous on the question. The voters of Ala- 
meda will doubtless perform their part also when- 
ever the authorities there submit the proposition 
of incurring the bonded indebtedness for the same 
purpose in view which involves an expenditure 
by them of $1,000,000. The immense importance 
of the project to both cities is sure to be recog- 
nized by their people', and we can confidently look 
forward to a unanimous vote on the subject.

Edward Payson Weston is, of course, a profes- 


sional pedestrian who has been in the business for 
over half a century.
